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American Bomber 
Attacks Jap-Held 
Airport At Rabaul 


WASHINGTON, March 16.—(AP) 
--The United States war depart- 
ment reported in a communique to- 
day that an American four-motored 
bomber attacked a Japanese-held 
airport on the Island of New Britain 
last Friday, destroying at least two 
enemy planes on the ground and 
damaging the runways. The de- 
partment said the single American 
plane was on reconnaissance patrol 
when it attacked the airdrome at 
Rabaul.

Early reports of the raid said 
that some damage resulted and 
that there were casualties, but 
details were lacking. 
Darwin, a potential naval 

for the Allied Nations, was raided 
by more than 100 Japanese bomb- 
ing and sighting planes for the first 
time Feb. 19. Many casualties 
and some Shr e damage resulted 
and a civilian evacuation was or- 
dered. 


RETURN BLOWS 
| The Japanese carried out lesser 
raids the following day and on 
March 4. 

Australian and American airmen 
struck return blows today at Jap- 
anese invasion bases, including Dili 
in Portuguese Timor, a_ possible 
springboard for the attacks on’ Dar- 
win, 

The air ministry said the Royal 
Australian Air Force carried out 
broad offensive sweeps yesterday 
on a Japanese airdrome at Dili, in 
Portuguese Timor, and on inva- 
sion bases at Rabaul and Gasmata, 
New Britain. United States fliers 
were reported to have partici- 
pated in the attacks. 

Complementing these air blows 
was the announcement a United 
Nations’ submarine had sunk 60,000 
tons of Japanese shipping in a 
15,000-mile foray through Indo- 
nesian Philippine and Malayan 
waters. 


U.S. SUBS IN ACTION 


Nationality of the submarine, 
which docked safely in Perth after 
surviving several attacks with 
depth charges and aerial bombs 
during its 60-day voyage, was not 
disclosed.

Trade Minister MacKinnon said to- 
day information just received from 
London confirmed that gifts to Can- 
ada soldiers in United Kingdom 
units in Britain would be admitted 
free of customs duty, provided the 
parcels are addressed to the indi- 
vidual “Care of Canadian Auxiliary 
Services, 6 Dilke St., Chelsea, Lon- 
don, S.W. 3.” 

The information, from the London 
custom house, also confirmed that 
these gifts are exempt from United 
Kingdom regulations of last May. 
These imposed a weight limitation 
of tive pounds on food parcels in 
general and provided that not more 
than two pounds of any one food- 
stuff could be included, 

Gifts to. Canadians serving in 
units of the Canadian forces in the 
United Kingdom receive similar 
concession, but may be sent direct 
to the man concerned, in care of his 
unit,

Civilian Road Building Will Be Curtailed

OTTAWA, March 16. — 
(CP) — Both road construc- 
tion and repair and upkeep of 
all private and public roads 
in Canada, except those made 
of concrete, will have to un- 
dergo “drastic curtailment” 
this summer, the munitions 
and supply department said 
today. 

“New construction will be pos- 
sible only for roads regarded as 
essential defence arteries, and 
for links between’ existing roads 
and new military camps or war 
plants,” the announcement said. 

“One defence artery considered 
necessary will be the highway to 
Alaska.” 

The department said “Canada's 
home front slogan, ‘make the old 
one do,’ will extend this summer to 
the repair and upkeep” of all roads 
but these made of concrete. 

The announcement explained 
“shortages of Trinidad asphalt, pet- 
roleum asphalt, and the stee] some- 
times used to reinforce concrete 
highways, will result in a drastic 
curtailment of road construction 
and the shortage of oil will make 
it difficult to build gravel roads and 
to keep down the dust of those al- 
ready in existence.”

MOSCOW, March 16, — 
(AP) — Russian soldiers ap- 
plying great pressure on the 
Germans in the Ukraine and 
the Donets basin were report.

ant city of Kharkov, whose 
“hour of liberation” was de- 
clared near. 

Soviet dispatches also said the 
Red army had smashed through 
German positions on the Khar- 
kov-Kursk-Orel line south of 
Moscow while drawing ever 
tighter the ring of fire and steel 
around the German 16th army 
trapped at Staraya Russa, south of 
Leningrad. 

On various sectors of the Lenin- 


grad front, the Soviet information 
bureau said in its mid-day com- 
munique today, more than 1,800 


Germans were killed in two days of 
fighting. 

Hundreds of Germans were said 
to have been killed and many others 
captured in flaming battles in the 
Ukraine and the Donets Basin. 


HOW FRONT SHAPES UP 

(On the basis of vague general- 
ities contained in the Russian re- 
ports, the long front from Lenin- 
grad to the Sea of Azov shaped up 
roughly as follows: 

(The line runs southward from 
Leningrad to the Lake Ilmen re- 
gion, around Staraya Russa, just 
south of the lake, and beyond the 
Velikie Luki area toward Vitebsk, 
still held by the Germans. Here it 
curves sharply eastward and runs 
south of encircled Rzhev, forms a 
dent in the Vyazma area and then 
bulges toward Smolensk. Again the 
line makes an eastward curve, then 
runs south and east of Orel, Kursk 
end Kharkov. 

(South of Kharkov, the Russians 
have extended a finger to within a 
few miles of Dnieperopetrovsk- 
Then the Red line runs back east 
of Stalino and Taganrog to the Sea 
of Azov, anchoring on that body of 
water between Taganrog and Ros- 
tov.)

mans and Japanese cannot connect 
up in India, we shall surely defeat 
them both.” 

Beads of sweat slowly rolled 
down the general's forehead but his 
eyes gleamed brightly as he spoke 
and his teeth shone in a quick 
smile at each pause. 

The general's fingers were flying 
back and forth across the map now 
and significantly it was the map 
of the world, which he had first 
spread out: 

“This is England's job"—indicat- 
ing the fringes of German-oc- 
cupied western Europe and. 
northern Africa. “This is Rassia's”, 
pointing to the Soviet's present 

western front, “This is Ameri- 
ca’s"—tracing lines from Hawaii 
and Alaska straight to Japan. 
“Here is China's job."—The gen- 
eral's hand swept in a circle 
around Indo-China, Thatland, 
Malay and Burma leaving no 
doubt about what he believed 
China's millions of soldiers were 
capable of doing overland against 
Jap-held territories. 


“But,” I asked, “with the Japan- 
ese controlling virtually all of the 


South Sea islands, how can they 
best be defeated?” 
The general's wonderfully ex- 


pressive fingers darted down again 
upon the bull’yeye of Tokyo. 

“Let American bombers strike 
Tokyo from here and from here— 
Hawaii and Dutch harbor—we must 
hit the Japanese at home; must 
wipe out their bases of supply. Once 
that has been done, all their forces 
in Indo-China, Thailand, Malaya, 
the Netherlands East Indies and 
other islands will be doomed, We 
must simply cut off the Jap army 
from Japan.” : 

“And how long do you think it 
will take to defeat Japan?” 

From his squatting posture on 
my right, the general looked me 
straight in the eyes and replied de- 
liberately: 


MAY BE THIS YEAR 

“I think it may possibly be done 
this year, That depends chiefly on 
airplanes from America. It can be 
done.” 

“What about Vladivostok?” 

“No, we must not ask too much 
of the Russians, They have a very 
big fight and they are doing very 
big things. Against Japan we must 
count on Chinese soldiers, chiefly, 
on land and we must count on the 
Americans by air and by sea. 
Everything must be directed on 
attack of Japan at home.” 

As we talked soldiers refilled our 
glasses with tea and handed us hot, 
slightly scented towels to refreshen 
our faces, arms and hands, 

“What about the present outlook 
in Burma?” 

The general swiftly spread out 
another map. 

“Our Chinese troops are now here 
in X.* The general smiled confi- 
dently and the elegant caps on two

Allies’ Defeat 
In Sea Battle 


By LOUIS V. HUNTER 

LONDON, March 16—(CP)— 
The Allied naval defeat in the 
East Indies was “bound to come,” 
the Manchester Guardian sald to- 
day in ar? editorial analysis of the 
battle of the Java sea, which the 
Glasgow Herald called “the most 
sericus naval defeat in which 
Br'tish ships have been involved 
since Coronel a¢ the beginning of 
the last war.” 

“Sooner or later—we can see now 
as we realize how weak was the 
air cover of Java and how great 
were the Japanese advantages in 
position—our defeat at sea in this 
quarter was bound to come,” the 
Guardian said. 


KNEW STRENGTH 

“Our very victories had given the 
enemy knowledge of our strength; 
they had only to draw more deep- 
ly on their much larger naval re- 
serves in this area to overwhelm 
us in the end. No matter how 
many ships we had sent... the 

Japanese would have defeated us 
here, for they had a battle fleet as a 
last resort and no one can suppose 
at this stage of, the war that the 
Allies could have had one too in the 
Java sea. 

“In the last days they held 
southern Sumatra and Bali, places 

that gave them exact knowledge 
of any naval forces sent to the 
defence of the island. They had 
then only to arrange to out- 
number what we sent... .” 

The Glasgow Herald called the 
defeat a disaster and said “thé bat- 
tle in the Java Sea . , . must rank as 
the most serious naval defeat in 
which British ships have been in- 
volved since Coronel at the begin- 
ning of the last war... . Allied 
losses were such that the Tleet (or 


squadron) of Admiral Déeoorman 
was destroyed in the military 
sense.” 


BROKE SUREST SHIELD 


"It broke Java's surest shield 
against invasion, and successful in- 
vasion of Java meant collapse of the 
Allied front in the East Indies.” 

The Yorkshire Post said “we 
should be unworthy of the sacrifice 
these men have made if we allowed 
ourselves to be dismayed by this 
further revelation of the striking 
power of the Japanese ... for the 
Allies the situation is full of sharp 
challenge and of opportunity for 
counter attack. 

‘If past lessons are learned and 
Present chances selsed Japanese 
power in the Pacific which now 
seems so mighty a thing can be 
made to wither away.” 

The Birmingham Gazette, which 
Said the quick fall of Java was ex- 
plained by release of the news of 
the naval battle, said “there was the 
utmost courage and audacity in this 
Allied challenge to Japanese naval 
and air supremacy in the spirit of 
‘attack’, for which there has been 
such a loud outcry in some quar- 
ters.”

REHEARSE BLACKOUTS 

“A blackout has been rehearsed 
and from Nikolaevsk to Vladivostok 
the coast has been mined,” the Daily 
Mail said. “Police are rounding up 
ihose engaged in a widespread net- 
work of espionage.” 

“Anti-aircraft defences have 
been strengthened, airdromes 
multiplied and camouflaged, 
fighter squadrons increased and 
numerous reconnaissance mach- 
ines have been sent to patrolling 
the Gulf of Tartary. These recon- 
naissances revealed hundreds of 
Japanese fishermen in Soviet 

territorial waters and a Berlin 
message goes so far as to suggest 
this might provoke war, 

“The Russians are now fully pre- 
pared to meet any Japanese drive 
across the Amur to Irkutsk on Lake 
Baikal. Fleets of special, flat- 
bottom motorboats also are making 
their appearance in the shallow 
island-studded Amur river.” 


DENY TROOP TRANSFERS 


The dispatch quoted military 
circles to the effect that the Rus- 
sian far eastern army has been in- 
creased to 3,000,000 front-line troops 
with huge reserves in training and 
said “no troops or aircraft have 
been transferred from the far east 
against Germany.” 

“Work on completing a chain of 
airdromes linking Kamchatka 
peninsula with Alaska via the 
American-owned Aleutian islands 
south of the Bering Straits is pro- 
ceeding apace and the Russians are 
expecting the beginning of early 
delivery of American planes by this 
route,” The Daily Mail said. 

It said thousands of Russians are 
working day and night to complete 
a triple-track trans-Siberian railway 
to carry war products from interior 
industrial plants to Gen. Gregory 
Stern's army and rughing an al- 
ternative route farther north, 

Soviet authorities in Stockholm, 
the dispatch said, “laugh at even 
1,000,000 Japanese constituting a 
serious menace to the independ- 
ent Far Eastern Soviet army which 
is normally 1,500,000 men.” 

SAME OLD SCENE 

Soviet sources in Moscow also de- 
nied “any new Moscow-Tokyo ten- 
sion", the dispatch said, but added, 
“the political situation is causing 
the Kremlin some concern, for it is 
seen that the situation vis-a-vis 
Japan resembles that vis-a-vis 
Germany before Hitler invaded Rus- 
sia last June.” 

The influential Chunkgking news- 
paper Takungpao regards Sato's 
appointment as a smoke screen, 
Reuters stated, and suggests that 
Sato has been sent to Moscow be- 
cause Japanese militarists believe 
his concilatory manner can be used 
to great advantage in concealing 
war plans 

According to Takungpao, Japan is 
anxious to know the real military 
situation in the Soviet Union in 
order to arrive at “a certain de- 
cision.” Transmission of such in- 
telligence by telegraph would be 
highly risky and diplomatic cour: 
iers would not answer the purpose. 
it is said. Therefore Gen, Tale- 
kawa was recalled and a successcr 
picked in order to cloak the real 
purpose. 


MIGHTY PECULIAR 

“For a higbly-placed military 
spy who has worked in the Soviet 
Union for a year and a half to re- 
turn to Tokyo is certainly not an 
ordinary affair.” the Chinese paper 
is quoted as saying, “especially at 
the present juncture with the Nazi 
spring offensive beginning soon.”

Coal tar, he said, is needed 
for the making of pitch which is 
wed for relining the furnaces in 
aluminum plants, and it is also 
needed for the manufacture of el-

Because of the shortage of ships, 
little, if any Trinidad asphalt is 
available, the announcement ex- 
plained. G, R. Cottrelle, oil con- 
troller, said there is also a shortage 
of petroleum asphalt. This type of 
asphalt, a by-product of oil refining. 
is in great demand for the construc-

“There may be some petroleum 
asphalt for the repair of public 
highways,” he said, “but there “vill 
not be enough for any extensive 
road building.” 

The department announced that 
although concrete is in demand for 
hundreds of war purposes, no seri- 
ous shortage exists as yet, as the 
construction or repair of concrete 
highways may be possible.

Mr. Cottrelle 
said there will be little, if any, oil 
for this purpose. However, Mr, 
Lorimer indicated that at present 
there is no shortage of calcium 
chloride.

The American-built Douglas 
transport was* reported to have’ 
burst into flames in mid-air, shortly 
after the takeoff from Kunming at 
9:30 p.m. It was said to have been 
only four miles from the airport 
when it crashed.

PREPARED BY LEADERS 

The strategy of this war was pre- 
pared by German military leaders 
Over a period of years. They, not 
Hitler, formed the cult; he is its 
prophet, 
is contained in the writings and 
ulterances of staff officers of the 
German army, navy and air force. 

This is clearly set forth in a 
compilation called “The Axis 
Grand Strategy,” prepared by 
Ladislas Farago, Hungarian jour- 
nalist, for the committee for na- 
tional morale, of which Arthur 
Upham Pope is chairman. These 
significant documents were pub- 
lished today in book form. 

They extend from the writings of 
Gen, Karl Von Clausewitz in 1831 to 
the dissertations of the present Nazi 
leaders through the formative years 
of their regime and during the pre- 
sent war. They reveal a cold-blood- 
ed calculation and a cynical con- 
tempt for the blindness of those 
they were preparing to attack, 
There is, for instance, their satis- 
faction at the way Britain ¢ and 
France were hoodwinked into per- 
mitting the creation of a German 
air force despite the Versailles 
treaty. The best plane models of 
Britain and the United States freely 
were sold to Germany, to be copied 
and improved upon, 


CONSIDER ALL ANGLES 

These papers show an amazing 
breadth of conception. Every angle 
the world over was taken into con- 
sideration, covering Europe, Russia. 
the Orient and the Pacific, It is 
clear that Japan's part in the plan- 
ned total war was given full con- 
sideration. Current developments in 
the Pacific were accurately out- 
lined, even the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor. 

The tactics which have been used 
80 successfully by both Germany 
and Japanese, including lightning 
attack, surprise and scattering of 
the enemy strength by widely sep- 
arated onslaughts, all were outlined. 
In a paper on “Invasion Across the 
Sea” a member of the high com- 
mand of the armed forces wrote: 

“When it comes to such grandi- 

Ose undertakings, improvisation 

is out of the question, Besides the 

most thorough planning, com- 
bined operations have other 
equally important preliminary 
requisites. First of all, the com- 
mand of the sea and superiority 
in the air are essential. This can 
be seized even from an enemy 
better equipped, through use of 


submarines, speedboats an d 
mines.” 
In invasion, he stressed “simul- 


taneous landings at several points 
to divide and scatter the defending 
forces.” He added: 

“The tactical plans must be kept 
a closely guarded secret, leaving 
the enemy in the dark concerning 
the place, time and force of the 
landing. This can be done by, first, 
manoeuvres to deceive the enemy 
(searching and sweeping minefields 
in another direction, diversional 
gunfire and bombing, misleading 


rumors and false reports in .the 
press and on the radio, femts at 
landing); second, obstructing the 


enemy's reconnaissance, and, third, 
operating at night.” 

Perusal of these papers suggests 
it is not too late to learn from the 
enemy's own words.

The 100-page release, entitled 
“Approaches to Social Security,” 
Outlines measures of various 
; Countries which have proved their 
| practicability and states that a 
| review of the data yielded by ex- 
perience is a preliminary to any 

lanning for social security ser- 
vices in a post-war economy. 

“Social security policy,” it says, 
“can only be planned as part of a 
larger program which _ includes 
jmeasures for* promoting employ- 
jment and maintaining it at a high 
level, for increasing the national 
dividend and sharing it more equit- 
ably, for improving nutrition and 
housing, multiplying facilities for 
medical care, and widening oppor- 
tunities for general and vocational 
education.” 


PRIMARY OBJECTIVE 

It notes that “Statesmen respon- 
sible for the fate of nations united 
in the defence of freedom and of a 
civilization based on respect for 
human personality have already 
named social security among the 
first objectives of a post-war 
policy.” 

In the course of its study # 
finds that “In New Zealand we 
are faced with a social security 
system of a unique and novel 
character. 1¢ assures a minimum 
of subsistence to every citizen 
and his dependents in any emerg- 
ency which may deprive them of 
their livelihood, and also a com- 
plete range of health services, 
“All expenditure is defrayed from 
the Social Security Fund, which is 
mainly fed by contributions, While 
the contributions are proportional 
to income, cash benefits vary with 
need. ‘ 
“The system is a very full re- 
alization of the idea of social soli- 
darity.” 
GENERAL SURVEY 


The report deals with the prin- 
cipal branches of social assistance, 
non-contributory pensions for the 
aged and for invalids, mothers’ 
pensions, unemployment assistance, 
medical assistance, and rehabilita- 
tion of the disabled. 


It comments on the problem of 
sickness insurance keeping its 
medical service abreast of medical 
Progress and says that in this “it 
encounters the obstacle of the 
traditional individualism ef medi- 
cal practice, which is firmly up- 
held in many countries by the 
doctors’ associations. : 

“Medicine is a liberal profession,” 
it continued, “and, while an increas- 
ing proportion of doctors have been 
accepting salaried positions in pub- 
lic health administration, the major- 
ity, following the leaders of their 
association, have vigorously with- 
stood the attempt of sickness insur- 
ance to regiment them in a salaried 
service, 


DIFFICULT CONDITIONS 

“The doctors’ associations have 
accepted co-operation with com- 
pulsory sickness insurance on two 
main conditions; First, that  sick- 
ness insurance should confine its 
benefits to the class which had 
hitherto been unremunerative and 
which had owed much: of its treat- 
ment to an honorable tradition of 
charity upheld by a minority of 
doctors, and secondly, that insur- 
ance practice should differ as little 
as possible from private practice 
and should be subject therefore to 
a minimum of control. 

“Now private practice is atill 
carried on mainly by doctors 
Practising individually and it may 
well be that, even at the present 
day, individual practice can give 
satisfactory results in cases where 
expense is no barrier. 

“Sickness insurance, however, 
must provide the best treatment it 
can for the money at its disposal. If 
it is obliged to organize its medical 
service on the basis of individual 
practice, it can only obtain a ‘result

Then he turned slowly and walked 
away leading a queue of mourners 
including representatives of the 
Governor-General, the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Quebec, the church, 
federal, provincial and civic govern- 
ments, the armed services and vari- 
ous business and cultural groups. 
The body was moved in proces- 
sion to St. Viateur d’Outremont 
church for the state funeral ser- 
vice. 

High pontifical mass was con- 
ducted by Msgr. Joseph Charbon- 
neau, Archbishop of Montreal 
Then the procession reformed and 
moved to Cote des Neiges ceme- 
tery, where Rev. C. E. Deschamps 
performed the final rites.

462,000 HIRED SINCE WAR 

“It is estimated that the firms 
co-operating in the monthly survey 
of employment have enlarged their 
working forces by some 462,000 per- 
sons frem the outbreak of hostilities 
to Jan. 1,” the bureau of statistics 
says. 

“This figure tells only part of the 
story, since the smaller firms which 
are not covered by the monthly re- 
turns must also have certainly add- 
ed considerably to their personnel. 

“The armed forces and the auxil- 
iary forces have likewise absorbwe 
large numbers of men of working 
ages; in many cases these, having 
been withdrawn from industry, 
have had to be replaced by sub- 
stitutes from various sources.” 

To help these meet various re- 
quirements there were two man- 
power fields no longer available. 

One was the large body of unem- 
ployed, estimated officially at 364,- 
000 in December, 1939. The vast 
majority of these persons now have 
jobs. 

BACK TO FARMS 

The other was the availability in 
agricultural work of large numbers 
of men who shifted to jobs in manu- 
facturing and other industry. Now 
it has become necessary not only to 
stop that flow but actually to re- 
verse it if Canada is to meet her 
commitments to supply vast quan- 
tities of foodstuffs to the United 
Kingdom. 

On the basis of figures given in 
the House of Commons last month 
by Defence Minister Ralston, 
something like 30,000 men and 


women must be found each month 
during the coming year to satisfy 
war industry and the forces. 

The schools release more than 
200,000 boys and girls each year. 
The bureau of statistics estimates 98 
per cent of the boys enter the labor 
market and 42 per cent of the girls. 
which gives a figure of 14,000 a 
month available for jobs. 

But it is estimated about 5,000 
older persons retire, die or vacate 
jobs for other reasons every month, 
The “natural increase” in the Cana- 
dian labor supply is thus under 10,- 
000 a month. 

And the armed forces alone in 
the next year will draw from the 
labor market each month some 
thousands more than that, 


ONLY TWO SOURCES 

This means, in effect, that war in- 
dustry has only two major sources 
to find the 100,000 workers it wil 
need in 1942-43; 

1, It can get men and women from 
non-essential industry and com- 
merce; 

2. It can draw on persons who do 
not now hold jobs. 

The government's selective se1- 
vice plan will provide the machin- 
ery for these tasks. It was learned 
recently the plan will mean drastic 
curtailment of non-essential produc- 
tion as more workers are diverted 
to war jobs and campaigns to get 
women to offer themselves for work 
in munitions plants and other places 
where labor is scarce, as well a:

Queen Wilhelmina of the Nether- 
lands told her countrymen through- 
out the world Sunday that the East 
Indies army “does not capituate 
and will not capitulate.” 

Emphasizing continued resistance 
to now Japanese-controlled Java, 
She described to Netherlands sail- 
ors at sea measures being taken to 
reorganize the Netherlands battle 
fleet and promised: 

“We shall continue to fight with 
all our strength shoulder to should- 
er with our allies.” 

(At Ottawa Wilhelmina’s daugh- 
ter, Princess Juliana, in a broad- 
cast to the United States said that | 
“our entire kingdom will be rebuilt 
when our forces march back vic- 
toriously.”) 

“Thanks to the mobility of the 
fleet, it is possible to fight from 
bases further back,” the Queen said. 
“As in the North Sea and the Med- 
iterranean, our navy will continue 
to fight in the waters around the 
Indies. Our warships continue to 
be active there.” 

She concluded: 

“Our empire will arise more 
splendid and stronger than before.”

BERLIN, March 16.—(From German Broadcasts)— 


(AP)—Hitler warned the German people

“hard struggle lics before us” and admitted that the Nazi 
drive of “annihilation” against Russia had been postponed 


from spring to summer. 


“One thing we know today,” 
Hitler told an audience of poli- 
ticlans and army generals, inter- 
spersed with scores of German 
war widows and wounded, “The 
Bolsheviks who could not defeat 
the German troops and their 
allies in one winter will be an- 
nihilatingly defeated by us in 
the coming summer.” 

(Until Sunday, Hitler and other 


speakers of the German propaganda | 


office had spoken of a drive in the 
spring, but in this address he shun- 
ned reference to the approaching 
Spring season of thaws and para- 
lyzing mud, In this message to the 
German army on Dec. 21, when he 
said he had “followed his intuition” 
and assumed command from the 
deposed Field Marshal Gen, Wal- 
ther Von Brauchitsch, Hitler had 
Said: 

(“Preparations for immediate re- 
sumption of offensive operations 
in the spring until the enemy in 
the east is finally destroyed must 
be taken at once.” Since then, Ger- 
man communiques have spoken 
almost exclusively of “defensive” 
warfare.) 

Speaking Sunday at the Zeughaus 
—the old German arsenal used as & 
military museum and hall of fame 
—the Nazi commander-in-chief 
cried: 

JUST GETTING WISE 

“Only today do we realize the 
full extent of the preparations of 
our enemies. Whatever fate may 
have in store for Us it can only be 
less onerous than that which lies 
behind’* us.” 

After reviewing the relatively 
easy conquests of France, the Low 
Countries, Norway and the Balkan 
countries, Hitler said: 

“Whatever German armies 
achieved in these campaigns pales 
in comparison with the task which 
fate imposed on our armed forces 
and those of our Allies last year. 


BUT STILL THEY COME! 
“Joined with our brave Allies. 
the German army has attacked and 
annihilated again and again the 
ever-renewed Russian forces only to 
meet further masses of men. In 
four months endless roads were tra- 
versed in our offensive which in

|to President Roosevelt. 
“In what kind of world the Am- 
jerican president wishes to live is 
a matter of complete indifference 
jto us Germans. But his aims to or- 
|ganize Germany or even the Euro- 
}pean world in accordance with hia 
own needs—which means to ruin 
that world which has become dear 
to us—and to build a new detestable 
alien world will not only fail but 
will bring about the collapse of his 
own world.” 

He paid his respect to his Japane 
ese allies in these words: 


REPORTS ON YELLOW PALS 

“In the Far East, the heroic Jap- 
anese nation—provoked, scored and 
economically strangled like the Ger- 
mans and Italians—is destroying tne 
democratic-plutocratic oppressors in 
vast battles on land, at sea and in 
the air, while here in Europe the 
ground is being prepared for true 
independence of this continent.” 

Hitler spoke disparagingly of the 
Riom trials, in which former French 
republican leaders are being quizzed 
about their responsibility for 
France's fall. 

“The characteristic of this trial 
is that not a single word of guilt 
of those responsible for the war is 
| mentioned and nothing but inferior 
preparation of war is being talked 
about. We see in this a mentality 
incomprehensible to us, but which 
perhaps is better than anything else 
in revealing the cause of the new 
war.” 

(Frequent rumors of German dis- 
content with the Riom trial have 
come from European listening posts, 
and it has even been suggested 
that the Germans might force the 
Vichy government either to alter 
the course of testimony or postpone 
the hearings.) 
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Planes Versus Ships 
Pee a eee 

The famed and formidable, though 
not very active, Tirpitz took a short 
cruise the other day along the Norweg- 
jan coast, looking for a convoy en route 
to Russia. Instead it found or was 
found by a flock of British naval planes 
which proceeded to shower it with 
bombs. Remembering what happened 
to the Bismarck and the Prince of 
Wales, the Tirpitz commander prompt- 
ly ran for harbor under a smoke screen. 
‘And remembering what happened to 
the torpedo planes which attacked the 
Scharnhorst and Gneiseneau, the at- 
tacking airmen refused to follow into 
the trap and broke off the engagement. 
Whether the Tirpitz was damaged is 
not known. 

The outcome is another credit mark 
for the airplane, both as a weapon for 
defence and a weapon for attack. Be- 
cause planes were present the convoy 
was not molested and proceeded on its 
way with the cargoes of munitions for 
Russia. And because they were present 
the newest and best, and probably far 
the biggest, of the Nazi battleships had 
to run for cover. With air protection 
a merchant ship is relatively safe. 
Without air protection and attacked 
by enemy planes, a battleship is likely 
to prove a death-trap. 


Canadian Tanks In Action 


Without slackening their drive south 
of Leningrad, or halting the push west 
of Moscow, the Russians have sprung & 
new offensive in the south from the Sea 


of Azov to Kharkov, in which they are 
said to be attacking 1,500,000 strong. 

This is possible of course only be- 
cause Russia has immense reserves of 
men. But more than men are required 
to carry offensives, There must be also 
planes, tanks, guns, transport vehicles; 
and to keep three drives going along 
hundreds of miles of line these are 
needed in tens of thousands, along with 
supplies of ammunition measured in 
thousands of tons. The Russian high 
command is too shrewd and too experi- 
enced to hurl great masses of men 
against Nazi prepared positions with- 
out this equipment, or without knowl- 
edge that the equipment will be re- 
newed as it is worn out. 

This new offensive means that the 
supplies Stalin asked for last October 
are being delivered, that the convoys 
are getting through to Murmansk and 
the Persian Gulf despite the lurking 
submarines, and that the transport 
system through Persia and in Russia 
is working successfully. Russia’s muni- 
tions plants have been ruined or cap- 
tured in hundreds. It is the men and 
women in British, United States and 
Canadian factories who have made 
this new gigantic drive possible. And 
seamen from these and other United 
Nations are delivering the goods at the 
risk of their lives. 

Canadians will note with great sa- 
tisfaction and proper pride that during 
January we shipped $4,000,000 worth 
of munitions to Russia, including a 
goodly number of tanks to reinforce 
those which are spearheading the pre- 
spring offensives against the Nazis. 


“This Is A Staggering Sum” 


Reproduced elsewhere on this page 
is an editorial published in the Financ- 
ial Post, of Toronto, in reference to 
the increase of the initial payment for 
western wheat from 70 cents to 90 
cents per bushel. The article is critical, 
more critical in tone than in direct 
statement. It expresses alarm at the 
cost this increase will involve to the 
taxpayers. It is reproduced here be- 
cause western readers should know 
how this matter is viewed in eastern 
Canada. 

It cannot be hoped that the attitude 
reflected in this article is confined to 
the financial interests with which the 
Post is identified. What Premier Hep- 
burn and others had to say a few years 
ago about “subsidizing” western farm- 
ers at the expense of eastern farmers 
cannot have been forgotten, and this 
will suggest to the reader that what 
the Post says is probably thought by 
a pretty large proportion of people in 
ithe eastern provinces. 

To western people it is clear enough 
that national - security as well as 
national welfare requires that the 
wheat-growing industry be preserved 
as a going concern. To most. of them 
dollar wheat would not be too high 
a price to pay rather than face the alt- 
ernative. But it will not do to ignore 
the fact that these views do not prevail 
generally in eastern Canada; rather the 
mistaken notion that “the West” is 
some sort of a financial hanger-on of 
the East, 

As the majority of the members of 
parliament are answerable to eastern 
voters, 90 cents may be as high a price 
as that body could be got to sanction

* An Eastern View 
FROM THE FINANCIAL POST, TORONTO 


With a minimum of public discussion, 
Canada added nearly $60 millions to the 
annual cost of its wheat policy the other 
day, when the initial proce was raised 
from 70 cents to 90 cents per bushel. When 
increases On coarse grain and flax and 
acreage diversion subsidies are added, 
total cost of our western grain policy this 
year may easily run around $125 millions. 

This is a staggering sum. It is only 
$3 millions short of the interest on our en- 
tire national debt prior to the war. 

Yet Parliament takes the whole thing 
in its stride and there is little indication 
of any great reaction throughout the coun- 
try. Does this mean that the Canadian 
public has lost all sense of values, that 
the daily spending of huge sums on the 
war has completely numbed us in regard 
to public expenditures? 

Admittedly, something had to be done 
for a major industry cruelly hit by the 
war, Wheat was our biggest export before 
the war. For many decades it was the 
keystone of our national prosperity, While 
it is doubtful whether it will ever achieve 
this dominance again, nevertheless, it is 
bound to be a major factor in our post-war 
re-establishment. But are we spending 
this money to the best advantage? The 
whole settlement savors more of high- 
pressure politics than sound economics. 

Encouraging western farmers to grow 
more livestock feed in the way of coarse 
grains, encouraging them to grow more 
flaxseed and soya beans, to bolster our 
dwindling supply of vegetable oils, is one 
thing. hese commodities are directly 
geared to our war effort, We need more 
of them and in encouraging their expan- 
sion we are developing a more stable ag- 
ricultural farm economy, 

Increased subsidies for wheat, however, 
are something entirely different, Already 
in Canada we have a wheat surplus of half 
a billion bushels, This is equivalent to 
two years of normal export, The United 
States also has a huge carry-over. 

Even before the war.Canada had a 
serious wheat export marketing problem. 
It was obvious long before | Rade g 
1939, that something would have to be 
done to curb wheat expansion and to de- 
velop other agricultural crops in western 
Canada, Our huge new war export of 
bacon, eggs and dairy products to Great 
Britain helped us make this diversion 
profitable, Unless we are singularly for- 
tunate and careful, the increased prices 
we are now going to pay for wheat may 
swing the pendulum in the other direction,

This week, the story of the atrocities 
committed by the Japanése in Hong Kong 
was told in the British House of Commons 
by Mr. Anthony Eden, and it fell like a 
bombshell on those complacent people 
whose interest in the Pacific war had been 
diminished by the myth of distance.

conquering and degrading the white races. 

The sickly ravings of sentimental 
Japanophiles would seem to be silenced 
now, for al] time. \ 

They told us they were gentle and kind 
of heart, 

How can one reconcile that with the 
fact that Japanese political history for the 
past 50 years has been a series of assassin- 
ations, kidnappings, and brutal beatings 
administered to every public man who 
dared to raise his voice in defence of the 
common people, 


Cultured 


They told us these people were highly 
cultured. 

They have no culture except that which 
they stole from the Chinese, And of what 
value jis a culture if it rests upon a sweat- 
shop system of labor such as has pre- 
vailed in Japan ever since the sun goddess 
is supposed to have given her son, the 
Mikado, a magic mirror, with the idea, 
presumably, that when he saw his stupid 
face, he would drop dead? 

They have told us that the Japanese 
are passionately fond of children, 

It occurs to me, in view of Japanese 
generals’ prodigality with soldiers’ lives, 
that if the Japanese are so passionately 
fond of children, they mysteriously lose 
that concern and laye when those children 
get into the uniform of their country. 

And that is the very reason why repris- 
als against Japanese in this country, as 
some have suggested, would be so futile. 

The Japanese haven't the slightest con- 
cern over what happens to their nationals 
in Canada. 

If we could save the life of a single 
white man or white woman in the Orient 
by so doing, I would be glad to see every 
Japanese in this country lined up against 
a wall and shot, 

But it would make no difference, The 
Japanese have deliberately planned their 
terrorism, Cruelty and lust are part of 
the Japanese nature, 

Reprisals would only make us partners 
in this filthy business and destroy our own 


self-respect. 
Awakened 


Nevertheless, the revelation of this 
brutal and disgusting behavior was emin- 
ently useful in that it made the people 
of the British Empire startlingly aware 
of what they have to face. Particularly 
was it effective in Canada. 

Australia seems to know the Japanese. 
At least Australians demonstrated a lively 
sense of their own peril when they placed 
the entire nation on a war footing and 
every man, woman and child at the dis- 
posal of the state, 

Laws were hastily passed to authorize 
the calling up of all men between the ages 
of 18 and 60. Those who could not fight 
were placed in war factories. Those who 
could not work in war factories were 
assigned to labor battalions. 

I wonder how long it will be before 
Canada wakes up and places this nation 
on a total war footing. 

We know, now, what kind of people 
the Japs are. When will we learn that 
they are at our very doors?

J.D.P., Garneau: What is the signifi- 
cance of the British Government attempts 
to placate India? 

The significance is this: Unless India

There is a time for criticism and a time 
for silence, There must, at all times, be a 
sharp distinction drawn between hopeful,

For example, it may be perfectly true 
and even helpful to complain loudly that 
the Empire and its leaders are asleep. It 
is manifestly only vicious defeatism to say 
that the Empire and its leaders are dead. 

Judging from press reports, certain 
quarters in Canada and certainly many 
quarters in Britain have allowed their 
criticism to get out of hand.

It is with profound pleasure, therefore, 
that I report at this week-end that most 
hopeful signs are in the air. 

We are probably no stronger this week 
than we were last week, We still may have 
some very bitter news to swallow, There 
still may be some very disheartening de- 
feats to announce. 


State of Mind 


But there are definite signs that'we are 
breaking away from what has been the 
most deadly of our handicaps—that state 
of mind which compelled us to craw] into 
a military shell and to rely wholly on de- 
fence. 

This defensive state of mind has haunt- 
ed every operation in which we have been 
engaged. We have planned for retreat 
before we have planned for attack, This 
gets to be a habit, a tragic habit. It has 
undoubtedly deadened the Empire’s mind. 

To get out of this defensive habit of 
mind is worth more to us than a major 
victory. 

Well, I believe we are getting out of it. 

There have been successful offensive 
operations in the Pacific, The American 
Pacific fleet has been swinging briskly 
into action, The Australians have gone 
out to meet the Japanese assassins. 

In Britain, there is undoubtedly some 
plan afoot for an offensive stroke against 
Hitler's Europe. 

These things are not sufficiently defin- 
ite. They are not positive and pointed 
enough, as yet, to justify any hilarious re- 
joicing. 

But they do indicate that the tide of 
muddy and defeatist thinking has turned. 

On this we are entitled to base a new 
hope. 
We have yet to defeat the devil in the 
enemy. But, at least, we have begun to 
defeat the stupid, hopeless, lying devil in 
ourselves,

Concrete Houses 
EDINBURGH SCOTSMAN 


Mr, J. H. Ferrie, chief architect to the 
Glasgow Corporation Housing Committee, 
gave some détails of the housing scheme 
at Penilee. The different types of build- 
ing and the various methods of flooring 
in the 1,500 houses which have been or are 
being erected on the estate were the sub- 
ject of many questions, 

In a scheme in which the only timber 
used is for doors and door frames, it was 
natural that much attention should be paid 
to the respective merits of this and the 
norma] system of construction, and Mr. 
Ferrie made it evident that his department 
are far advanced in research into these 
matters, The estate itself is part of the 
research work, as eight different kinds of 
flooring are being experimented with, and 
huts have been specially built for invest- 
igating the possibilities of casting large 
slabs of concrete for constructional pur- 
poses, 

While the concrete house is admittedly 
more costly than one of brick, though 
cheaper than a stone dwelling, it has pat- 
ent advantages in these days, when there 
is a shortage not only of timber but also, 
in the case of Scotland, of bricks and 
bricklayers,

It is perhaps worth remembering how 
immence have been the achievements of 
the British people in this war, From June, 
1940, until] June, 1941, the 46,000,000 in- 
habitants of the United Kingdom, able to 
draw only comparatively smal] assistance 
from the remote sections of their Empire, 
faced alone the 80,000,000 Germans, equip- 
ped with the most powerful and expert 
war machine known to history and sup- 
ported by the looted resources of a con- 
tinent. 

Then, and later (until the latter part 
of 1941), they also had to carry the whole 
burden of defending the sea lanes of the 
world, They furnished much of the muni- 
tions and the core at least of the defence 
for the Libyan front, the Syrian front, the 
Caucasian front, the Indian front and the 
Malayan front, and in the end had to find 
a surplus of weapons for aid to the Rus- 
sians, 

In all these theatres they did have the 
resources of their great Empire to call 
upon; but it was an Empire which they 
had never sought to organize for modern 
war, which they had never enslaved to 
the crushing demands of a war machine 


and many parts of which were somewhat 
casual, to say the least, in face of the 
danger in which they stood. The British 
also had important American economic 
aid, but no one likes to remember today 
how casual we Americans were in com- 
parison with the actual demands of the 
crisis, 

In the outer theatres the British had to 
take on another 45,000,000 Italians, to say 
nothing of the 80,000,000 Japanese who 
have finally overwhelmed their eastern 
bastions. Yet with the gominions and such 
numerically weak allies as the Poles and 
the Free French, the British managed in a 
series of hard-fought campaigns to break 
the Axis drives in North Africa, and, prob- 
ably, to save Suez. Their Balkan cam- 
paign was a gallant failure, but may well 
have put just a big enough monkey wrench 
into the Nazi war machine to have pre- 
vented the conquest of Russia, 

Through it all the British at home have 
thrown all ‘their material possessions into 
the struggle, while such coastal raids and 
shipping losses as are beginning to excite 
this country have been the daily accom- 
paniment of their lives for two years, ... 

The British have given proof of im- 
mence vitality; they have shown no signs

Editor, Bulletin: For several weeks it 
has been our practise to listen to the ad- 
dresses given ‘by Mr. Chester Ronning, 
C.C.F. leader for Camrose.

Mr, Ronning chooses to forget, or pos- 
sibly did not know, that Mr. D. Lloyd 
George, Bonar Law, Ramsay MacDonald, 
Stanley Baldwin and Neville Chamberlain, 
gentlemen, though they were, wére not of 
the class he spurns so bitterly, Yet all were 
in part responsible for the terrible plight 
of Britain in 1939, 

It would seem that Mr. Ronning is 
better informed in local rather than Brit- 
ish politics. In any case it is poor business 
to try to stir up class prejudice in a coun- 
try as democratic as Canada, especially 
at a time like the present when the nation 
is at war. 

Perhaps if Mr. Ronning were to read 
something other than C.C.F, propaganda

No, 2—Winnipeg, Feb. 27.—‘We must 
show the youth of America that a 
year out of their lives will rebuild 
their country. The disgraceful 
sores of our cities can be torn down 
and fine new buildings erected in 
their places, .. . The youth of the 
world must again learn how to 
walk, how to dig ditches and build 
things with their hands, .. .” (From 
an interview with Dorothy Thomp- 
son at Winnipeg.) 


The above paragraphs seem to me to 
dovetail, in important respects, into not 
only today’s struggle between freedom and 
tyranny but, also, into the double-stand- 
ards which we apply to the expenditure 
of, so to speak, 100 watts of human energy 
on the pavements and on the farms? 

Our red-corpuscled rural youth have 
not waited to be fenced-in (or fenced-out, 
according to the viewpoint!) by that exe 
ception “for entistment in the armed sere 
vices”, and have already streamed into 
the army, navy, and the R.C.A.F, On the 
other hand thousands of others have 
exercised their natural rights, and have 
poured into the secondary, processing and 
so-called “war industries’, where they 
could earn in a week of 8-hour days, much 
more than accrued to them in a month 
of 12 and 14-hour days in agriculture. 

This apparent disparity could not be 
expected to long endure the blazing stress 
and strain of today’s struggle? I think 
agriculture is under-paid and overs 
worked, The best war-effort would wither 
fast if “the rations” failed to show up? Is 
agriculture a war industry? That is the 
question which needs to be realistically 


faced, and answered.

City, Province 
Able To Meet 
Need Of Phones 


No serious difficulty In meeting 
telephone and lighting require- 
ments in the near future is ex- 
pected by executives of the Al- 
berta government telephone and 
city telephone departments and 
cause of the restrictions imposed 
by the federal government on the 
use of non-ferrous metals due to 
the wartime emergency. 

They stated there were ample 
stocks on hand for immediate re- 
quirements, and orders were placed 
some time ago for further stocks. 
Whether these orders will be filled 
or not has not been determined yet. 

Supt. Robert Christie, city tele- 
phone department, stated that this 
week tons of telephone equipment 
had arrived for the 500-line auto- 
matic switchboard extension for the 
west telephone exchange. Work on 
the installation of this equipment 
has started and it is expected that 
it will be completed within six or 
eight weeks. This extension, Mr. 
Christie stated, will take care of 
normal west end expansion for 
about four years, and will cost ap- 
proximately $32,000. 

ADDITIONAL FACILITIES 

The city telephone department 
head stated also that orders had 
been placed months ago for switch- 
board equipment for the extension 
of the main, north and south branch 
exchanges. When this equipment 
is installed there will be 700 addi- 
tional outlets available at the main 
exchange, and 500 each at the north 
and south exchanges. 

J, D. Baker, deputy minister, Al- 
berta Government Telephones, 
stated that restriction in the use 
of non-ferrous metals: had resulted 
in the curtailment of rebuilding 
of telephone exchanges. Under the 
order he foresaw a shortage of 
automatic equipment and added 
that the department was taking the

Care With Plan 
For Socialism 


Rational Socialism is the 
change from capitalism to so- 
clalism through a carefully work- | 
ed out plan to prevent disloca- 
tion of our economic life during 
the transition period, Alderman 
H. D. Ainlay told members of the 
People's Forum at a_ meeting 
held Sunday at the Commercial 
Bullding, 102 street. 
Without this careful planning, 
he stated, socialism can defeat its 
purpose. He pointed to the experi- 
ence in Italy after the last war 
when workers seized the factories 
of northern Italy, only to beg the 
owners to aghin assume control 
after futile efforts to work them. 
This lack of planning on the part 
of Italian workers, he added, paved 
the way for Mussolini. 

Socialism is planned economy, 
planned for the people's needs. To- 
day we have a planned economy | 
fo meet the nation’s war time} 
needs, and it is our duty to see that | 
after the war this planted economy | 
will be made to work for the peo- 
ple and not the privileged few, | 
he stated. 


BOTH OR NEITHER 


“It should be evident to us all | 
that we cannot have political dem- 
Ocracy unless we have economic 
democracy. History will bear out 
the fact that if we do not win the 
latter, the former will disappear. 
No political democracy can possibly 
exist along side an aristocracy of 
wealth, A slave class will be 
bound to arise. Those in Canada 
who control our economic life are 
quite prepared to let us play 
around with such things as the 
franchise and fool ourselves that in 
that way we are determining our 
way of life,” Mr. Ainlay stated. 

“We now have a planned econ- 
omy but it is not planned for the 
Social good, We can today produce 
the needs of our people but we 
leave the control of this the real 
wealth, in the hands of private in- 
dividuals or combines of them. 
They are not too much to blame for 
they act within the law in most 
cases. The blame rests with us, the 
people. There is no need for de- 
pressions, bread lines and work 
camps. The war has taught us a 
lot of things about finance and in- 
dustry. Are we going to make use 
of this knowledge for our good in 
times of peace? Our people have 
every right to expect social sec- | 
urity, education, recreation, and a 
happy old age. They are all possible | 
for us if we but demand them, he 
continued, 


NEED NOT BE UPHEAVAL 

“There need be no serious up- 
heaval in our economic life to ob- 
tain the results and I hope there 
will not be. If it should occur the 
responsibility will rest on those 
who try to thwart the will of the 
people. Canada today lags far be- 
hind the other democracies in social 
advancement. Is this due to the fact 
that big business is more strongly 
entrenched here than elsewhere or 
is it due to the divisions in the 
people? We must ciose Our ranks. 

“It required only a few hours for 
Australia to mobilize its entire re- 
sources for an all out war. It has} 
been done. Our social life in times 
of peace requires just as heroic 
effort on the part of our govern- 
ment to mobilize the resources 
against doles, charities, breadlines, 
disease, and the inequalities of op- 
portunity, These things belong to 
the dark ages, Mr. Ainlay said. 

“I care not by what name they be 
accomplished. You may call it 
socialism or what have you. The re- 


sults are what we want. | tell you 
it can be done. It must be done. We 
must at all costs win the present 
struggle and then we must proceed

For Province 


Incorporation of two new Al- 
berta credit’ unions in January 
brought to 49 the number of such 
savings and loan co-operatives in 
the province. The new unions are 
Northern Telephone. composed of 
certain Alberta Government Tele- 
phones employees in the Edmon- 
ton area and East Coulee, a credit 
union of the community type. 

Assets of Alberta credit unions at 
the end of January were placed at 
$169,562.10, compared with $161,- 
494.43 at the end of December, 1941. 
Total value of loans made to mem- 
bers for provident purposes since 
inception of the movement is $545, 
419.43, compared with the Decem- 
ber total of $528,691.13. There are 
now 4,751 active members of credit 
unions in the province. 


OTHERS STUDY PLAN 


Preliminary study prior to forma} 
application for charter is being 
given to credit union principles by 
varied groups in many parts of the 
province, Among these are civic and 
civil servants, teachers, parishion- 
ers, community dwellers and others 
having a common bond of interest. 
Officials of the credit union branch, 
department of trade and industry, 
report that 21 groups appear to de- 
finitely forming into credit unions. 
More than 520 contacts with inter- 
ested persons were made during the 
month through eorrespondence and 
interviews.

But, all the same, they want to do 
their bit, and ask how they can do 
it, Now, with all due appreciation 
of the fine work being done by ex- 
ecutive ladies in streamlined—or 
otherwise—uniforms, I should like 
to comfort these patriotic sisters by 
assuring them that in times of war 
a country needs its home guards 
just as badly as it does its soldiers 
at the front. 

How, then, can the home-stay- 
ing woman help in the defense of 
her country? First, by keeping a 
stiff upper lip. By nailing on her 
face the smile that won't come 
off. By spreading cheer about her 
instead of gloom. By doing her 
weeping in private and burying 
her own sorrows in her heart, and 
making it a religion to chirk up 
everyone with whom she comes 
in contact.

He eats 
three, good-sized meals a day and 
drinks two glasses of fruit juice 
besides. He drinks lots of water 
and seems to get enough roughage. 
My problem is that for the last 
three

Both of these are 
temporary alds to help nature es- 
tablish a rhythm of evacuation 
which in time should become hab- 
{tual But attack the diet first. 
The difficulty usually lies there.

The pineapple is really a multiple 
fruit, as all of the sections are 
fruits growing out of a central 
core. When the pineapple is small 
it is covered with many purplish- 
blue flowers, one in each eye. As the 
fruit matures, the flowers drop off, 
and the closely packed individual 
berries become consolidated into 
one juicy, solid fruit, 

It is diffucult to obtain good 
fresh pineappie In this country be- 
cause it must be packed green for 
shipment and consequently does not 
have time to ripen fully. The best 
fruit reaches us in canned fourm, 
having been allowed to develon its 
full flavor before being canned. 

The canned pinedpple juice has 
become a favorite within recent 
years and is often used in the same 
manner as orange juice, preceding 
the breakfast meal. The juice is 
entirely wholesome and is of valug 
for several reasons. It has been 
used to good effect by those who are 
underweight and who take it early 
in the morning at which time .t is 


effective for stimulating the ap- 
petite. 
The pineapple is a healthful 


fruit, containing vitamins A. B. and 
C. It is rich in the alkaline-forming 
minerals and also contains a diges- 
tive enzyme which appears to assis! 
in the digestion of other foods, es- 
pecially meat, For this latter rea- 
son, the addition of pineapple as a 
dessert to the evening meal con- 
taining meat such as steak, is es- 
pecially good. Or, the combination 
of ham with pincapple is also good. 

An average analysis of one of the 
leading brands of unsweetened 
pineapple juice shows that the total 
of fruit sugar comes to about 11 
per cent, which is quite a high 
sugar content, 

Here are some pineapple recipes 
| for you to try: 


PINEAPPLE AND 
COTTAGE CHEESE 

Place slices of pineapple on a bed 
of lettuce leaves. Cover with 
mounds of fresh cottage cheese, and 
garnish with watercress leaves, if 
you have them. A large. dish of this 
salad make a complete meal. 


PINEAPPLE-ALMOND CREAM 

Into the stiffly-beaten whites of 
three eggs, fold the contents of a 
smail can of shredded pineapple, 
after the can has been chilled and 
opened and the liquid drained off. 
In another bowl beat about a 
quarter of a pint of thick cream and 
fold in a third of a cupful of 
crushed, toasted almonds. Fold 
cream and pineapple mixtures to- 
gether and place on ice. Serve 
small portions on slices of pine- 
apple, topped with a dash of whip- 
ped cream. 


PINEAPPLE WHIP 

A delicious fruit whip may be 
prepared by following the usual 
recipe for prune whip, substituting 
finely shredded pineapple for the 
prunes. The minced fruit is folded 
into the well beaten whites of 
eggs. 

Pineapple is of value in the diet 
at all parts of the year, but is és- 
pecially helpful during the winter 
months, when the variety of fruit is 
limited’ because of seasonal condi- 
tions.

Save fuel, It’s needed to win the 'Minu 
war. Don't waste it in your kitchen M 
Make every bit of heat cook for 


its keep. If you cook with electricity 
and live where war industries make 
big power demands, plan to do as 
much of your cooking @s you can 
before § o'clock, at which time 
lights going on in homes, factories 
and offices cause peak loads. 

If you have @ gas range, see that 
ajl the burners are properly ad- 
justed to burn with a clear blue 
flame at the right height. A yel- 
low flame means you're wasting 
fuel. The gas company will adjust 
them on request. With either an 
electric or gas range, always start 
your cooking as quickly as possible 
by turning the heating unit or 
burner on high. Then when the 
food begins to cook, reduce the heat 
to the point that will maintain a 
cooking temperature, Remember 
that gently boiling water is just as 
hot as water that boils vigorously, 
sO don’t waste fuel by boiling water 
at maximum heat 

Don't heat a whole kettleful of 
water when you need only two 
cups. Heat water in the utensil in 
which it is to be used to save 
energy. Always cover the container 
in which water is heated. 

Use flat-bottom pans that are the 
same size or slightly larger than 
the heating unit. Pans that are too 
small waste heat. Don’t scrub the 
bottoms of your pans until they 
shine. A dull surface will absorb 
more heat than a bright shiny one. 
Be sure the covers of your pans fit 
tightly, to save heat. 

Pre-heating the oven for short 
baking jobs like biscuits and muf- 
fins is expensive. When you use the

MONTREAL, March 16.—(CP) 
—A big, red-brick building, all 
whitewash and brightly. painted 
girders, housing Canada's newest 
war industry, was officially open- 
ed Saturday on a lot that — year 
and a half ago held nothing more 
than rusty tin cans. 

Today federal cabinet ministers 
and newsmen toured the plant and 
watched the production of wicked 
looking naval guns that less than a 
month from today will be stepped 
into warship decks and ready for 
action. 

The touring party heard a plant 
official explain how the introduc- 
tion of Canadian inventive genius 
had cut by several hours the Eng- 
lish production time required for 
making certain gun parts. 

Navy Minister MacDonald smiled 
as he watched the guns come off the 
assembly lines and declared: “We 
are very glad to get plenty of those 
—we can use them.” 

He said many of the guns would 
be used in Canadian corvettes 
which he said had undergone sev- 
"eral improvements in construction 
and equipment lately. ,

Right here, Canada should see 
reason to appreciate now — and 
not wait for post-war historians’ 
belated thanks—her resolute war 
leaders who refused to be panick- 
ed by the spectacular success of 
the panzers in May and June, 
1940. 


The staff talks and consulta- 
tions which gave birth to the 
British-Canadian Army Plan were 
held at the height of the tank- 


hysteria, But neither Defence 
Minister J. L. Ralston nor the 
generals—Lieut..Gen, A. G. Le 


McNaughton and the then Chief 
of Staff, Major-Gen, H. D. G. Cre- 
rar, now Lieutenant-General and 
acting Corps Commander—were 
stampeded into neglecting the 
other arms and services. They 
have built a Canadian landarm 
which has a greater proportion of 
tank to infantry units than any 
other army in the world. (One 
and one-third armored to three 
infantry divisions.) But every 
other arm was also given its sens- 
ible, allotted place. Every man in 
the highly mechanized Canadian 
Overseas Army has first-hand 
knowledge of the weapons of a 
guerrilla-infantryman. He can 
fight as well as specialize. In a 
country expecting all-out assault, 
including an aerial horde, that 
foresight is now great comfort. 


Perhaps we should not have 
been surprised that the artillery- 
man has risen so ably to the oc- 
casion, Precision and speed were 
always the gunner’s gods. But 
the 1942 Canadian gunner in Eng- 
land eats, sleeps, and lives with 
his guns—and for precision-speed. 
From the moment he arrives in 
the British Isles, with the ele- 
mentary drudgery of the parade- 
square and most of his basic ar- 
tillery training behind him, the 
process starts which transforms 
the gun, the tractor and the gun- 
crew into a single entity. 

It is not the gunner who com- 
plains of lack of self-propelled 
firing platforms. He is too busy 
extracting maximum speed from 
his powerful gun-tractor, He is 
too enthusiastically engrossed in 
his team work, in making that 
single entity tick with the smooth 
clock-work precision—and speed 

of a death-machine, Which a 
gun, a tractor and a gun-crew 
are! 

GUNNER IS BLITZKRIEG 
PERSONIFIED 

It would be unsafe to make the 
comment around a Canadian Ar- 
tillery Establishment, but it may 
be that the danger of becoming 
that obsolete warrior, with an 
outdated weapon, inspired the 
gunner to lift his pace to the 
furious gait of the military times, 
For he has done it. Canadian 
gun crews are working much fas- 
ter in getting into action than was 
ever expected, or demanded, in 
the last war, 

The gunner then considered 
himself the best drilled of all 
troops, and the other segvices felt 
he wore the superior air of a 
member of an elite corps. Yet his 
drill precision is now even finer, 
dis driving urge for speed makes 
him the blitzkrieg—lightning war 
~personified, and the Armored 
Corps will have to take that and 
like it, They, and the irresistible 
sense of power apd might in their 
massed tank-attack, will have to 
be satisfied with being the em- 
bodiment of modern Mars him- 
self, which should be enough 


CANADIAN CRASH ACTION 


No matter what inspires his 
new speed, the great impetus has 
come from a new method of field 
practice, inaugurated by the Ca- 
naqaians, and well, if dramatically, 
dubbed; “Crash Action!’ It is 
meant to fit the artilleryman for 
fast, open, blitz warfare. 

It is done to a stop watch, this 
exercise which puts the final pol- 
ish to the artilleryman before 
joining his battery in the Corps 
or on operations, and which keeps 
him polished after he is there, a 
graduated gunner, $ 

It is a furious spasm of convul- 
sive movement by gun, tractor, 
and gun-crew, and a slamming, 
crashing, spectacular performance 
for a civilian, and a revelation for 
a cobble-pounding ex-infantry- 
man such as the writer, to watch. 

In many different spots in Eng- 
land, some of them miles apart, 
I watched while Canadian crews 
of anti-tank, Bofors, 25-pounder 
field guns and the grimly busi- 
ness-like 5.5 field-howitzers, went 
through their particular “Crash 
Action.” Each time I was fasci- 
nated by the perfection of their 
precision training. The exacting 


old-school drillmaster would have 
been enthralled, 

Each man knew his own job 
with sure-handed, automatic fa- 
miliarity, He also knew that of 
every other man in his gun-crew. 
From order to “crash” into firing 
position while moving across 
country, until the first whamp of 
the field-howitzer, first crack of 
25-pounder, first lash of the Bo- 
fors, first lightning stab of the 
anti-tanker, each man slammed 
into action with no wasted move- 
ment, awkwardness or confusion, 

The thrill of watching a bat- 
tery of 25-pounder field guns 
moving evenly down a road, and 
suddenly erupting into position 
and action, is unforgettable. The 
Horse Artillery never made a 
finer, braver show, 


STOP-WATCH TIMING 

The chief instructor stood be- 
side me with his stop-watch. He 
gave the signal. The battery 
smashed through a hedge into the 
field and raced toward us, each 


gun a trailing, bouncing comet 
behind its tractor. 

The practice is carried out with 
a quarter-mile dash included in 
the “Crash Action” time-limit. 
They hit the position, halted,— 
and the crew exploded in a flying 
body from the tractor, At first 
jump they looked like an insane 
confusion of hurtling arms, legs 
and bodies. But the tangle un- 
ravelled, fell into place. They 
unhooked the tractor in what 
seemed a single motion, set up 
the gun, laid it—then stood taut 
and breathless to await the ver- 
diet. 

Two and half minutes! 

They were crestfallen. The No, 
1 cursed. They knew that any- 
thing over three minutes expend- 
ed between the alarm, or order to 
halt and turn, denotes a bad gun- 
crew. The ideal speed is 144 to 2 
minutes, and that is what they 
were striving to attain. 

No ham-handed, slow-witted, or 
clumsy man could possibly fit 
into the modern Canadian gun- 
crew, not even into the big crews 
of the grim field-howitzers, They 
are just as ardent and tireless ex- 
ponents of speed and precision as 
the crews of their lighter, more 
mobile brethren. 

The formidable field-howitzers 
have a crew composed of a Ser- 
geant (the No. 1), with a bom- 
bardier and eight men behind 
him. In coming into action in 
soft ground they have to be hus- 
ky, but they handle their ponder- 
ous weapon with astonishing case. 
Despite the size and weight of the 
gun and its platform, their power- 
ful tractors can turn g whole 
troop from column of route on a 
road and roar them into position, 
where the gun-crews work with 
such dispatch that they are pump- 
ing salvoes within a few minutes 
from the “action right.” 

That included the overland 
rush, the halt, setting up the gun 
platform and the huge spade, 
curved against the recoil, which 
digs in and holds the gun on a 
firm base. 

GUNNERS STAGE 
DEMONSTRATION 

Gunners of the 23rd (Toronto) 
and 7th (Montreal) Field Batter- 
ies under Lt. A. Melanson, 5th 
Medium Field Regt., staged the 
medium artillery’s'"Crash Action” 
demonstration for us. Working 
from the halt, they were ready to 
fire in just over five minutes, 
with a crew who had never previ- 
ously worked together. A weil- 
drilled crew can do it in 44% min- 
utes, 


It may be that the influence of 
the new guns, which depend on 
speed for success, was a spur to 
the field-artilleryman to smarten 
his pace. The great artillery 
change, of course, is the addition 
of many batteries of anti-tank 
and anti-aircraft guns. If they 
are not fast they are useless. 
Their example may have inspired 
the field and field-howitzer gun- 
ner to excel himself, In any 
event, they are not only taking 
every advantage of the hurricane 
speed of motor-horses in the 
+ reckless race to gun-position, but 
have also developed new, remark- 
able crew-speed in getting into 
action after the sudden, shatter- 
ing halt. 

We saw the ultimate in gun- 
ner’s speed, of course, while Ca- 
nadians handled that beautitul 
piece of mechanism called the 
Bafors Their “Crash’ Action!" 
speed ilmost unbelievable 
From the halt in a hedge-banked 
lane of a mobile anti-aircraft col-

From a stationary position pro- 
tecting an airfield, when the anti- 
aircraft crews are always on their 
gun, I watched Lt. Alan Noble- 
ston, a newspaperman turned 
gunner, putting a troop of the 
53rd Canadian Light A.A. Battery 
through an actual “Crash Ac- 
tion!” They flashed on their tar- 
get within three seconds, 

In the drill for that real action 
job, the spotter talls, “Plane! The 
gun swings, lays, fires—all in that 
fleet three seconds, on almost 
every rehearsal, It's an extreme- 
ly brief tick of time and the pre- 
cision-practice to attain it must 
be extensive. They'll sport scorn 
at the metaphor, but their timed, 
drilled movements are as beauti- 
ful to watch as a cadent chorus 
of Rockettes. 

The anti-tanks gun “Crash- 
Action” demonstration is a simi- 
Jar illustration of well-drillgd 
“precision men.” Anti-tank gun- 
ners can whirl into action in 17 
seconds with their gun on wheels, 
and with a spud dropped to hold 
the gun solid. Setting up the 
built-in permanent gun-platform 
requires longer. But the Cana- 
dian anti-tank gunner is so fast 
getting his vicious missiles away 
that only an ijl-trained crew 
takes more than two minutes 
from the warning of a target. 

There is great rivalry between 
gunners of the Canadian antie 
tank and anti-aircraft batteries. 
They argue in trains, tubes and 
busses, bicker in camp, canteen 
and on the street, It is unmiss 
takable evidence of keenness; 
they are amongst the most en- 
thusiastic of al] Canadian troops, 


TANK-HUNTING GUNNERS 

Each claims to be the best 
drilled, to have the most import- 
ant fighting job, The anti-air- 
craft gunners temporarily can 
win inter-service debate if they 
are with a battery actually on op- 
erations—protecting airdromes or 
vital communications—but it is 
doubtful if the Ack-Ack artillery- 
man’s job is any more thrilling 
than the tank-hunting gunner’s. 

The latter's first doctrine is that 
wherever the artilleryman uses 
his guts and his head he beats the 
tank. The nightmare the tank 
was once thought is nowhere so 
thoroughly dispelled as amongst 
the men who handle the gun with 
the greatest velocity of all wea- 
pons. The 2-pounder has a muz- 
zle velocity of 2,800 feet a second, 
and its almost dead-level trajec- 
tory is nearly as accurate as a 
sniper’s rifle. Its armor-piercing 
slug travels with a high-pitched 
metallic scream, and crashes its 
target before that chilling wail 
hits its peak. Canadian anti-tank 
gunners boast that it is the top of 
its kind, able to fire 12 rounds 
per minutes which will hold any 
tank in use, 

The two-pound projectile can 
be hurled 12,000 yards if neces- 
sary, but the most effective vee 
locity and range is under 800, 
Canadian gunners prefer sniping 
at 300 when it is deadly, They 
train on the theory that only one 
miss, the sighting shot, is permite 
ted; they must hit on the second— 
or hear about it. A fast-travele 
ling wheel swings the muzzle 60 
degrees in a flash. By releasing 
his foot, the gunner can slow the 
traverse to stalk, follow and con- 


centrate on a wallowing, and

The plasma will 
be shipped to the Connaught Lab- 
oratories in Toronto, to be dried for 
shipment overseas.
